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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-54 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons: the processes of Groups I- VI are patentably distinct 
because the processes utilize different starting materials and reactants 
(e.g. Groups I and IV) reactants or produce different products. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above 
and the search required for Group I, for example, is not required for 
Group III, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
